We could go on and on but I dont have the time, nor is it 
very profitable. I know dealers who have been in business for 
for over 25 years and they still dont know how to grade a 
Lincoln cent. We seldom get complaints on our grading, nor do

No matter, I buy and sell the same grade, and bought a number of 
Slugs a full grade better than those two at dealers at ANA, all 
better, and all in the $2,000-$2100 area. I also feel nicks, digs, 
cuts, bangs etc also down grades a coin too. 


Paying $185 for strictly XF type 2 gold $1 

Paying $2100 for real VF $50 Slugs, and FINE pay $1600, XF pay $2500 

to $2800 

$4 stella in GEM proof pay $8,000 (No rub, no nicks, cuts or hairltnes) 
and will take several. I wont call your PROOFS XF, unless of course they 
have wear, then what else can you call them? 


I am still interested in buying the gold coins, but only if grading is 
correct with the coin, and the price is such I can stock for resale. I 
would not be interested in the other two Slugs at a VF grade as they wont 
make it, and thats clear just putting the two side by side.
